There was probably 
sitting in London at the. prosent morient 
the Indian Currency Jommission, prasided 
over by Lord Horschell, doliberating whe- 
ther India should go in for.4 gold standard 
or continue as it wai—in fact, consider. 
ing what should be done to help In- 
dia. Othera werd «advocating. that the 
Indisu mints should -be closod altogether, 
and they hae Sir Jin. Lubbock recom- 
mending 8 charge. of.10 per cent. on the 
coining.of rapees instead of, os at the pro- 
agent moment, 2 per cant. . Then. wa had, 
on the other hand, America as perplexed 
83 ovor as to tho futursof silver... We had on 
the one hand, one sonator bringing in s 
bill proposing - te repeal the Bland Bill 
or in. other words to stop the pur. 
chase of silver. Wo had. another srna- 
tor bringiag in a bill to. have the 
reverse effect—frea coinige-~and yet a 
third senstor bringing in a aill to leave the 
purebase of. silver. by the Government 
entirely in the discretion of the President. 
Whilst these matters sere ponding he said 
tbat thie was. probably the very worst 
moment to barrow, If any one of 
these things happomd it would mean 
avery matéricl drop in the value of 
silver. If Indias. should go ia for 
a gold standard he had not the 
slightest hesitation. in ‘saying America 
would immediately -put a stop to all pur- 
chases, and if both of these should happen 
silver would have a very decisiva- drop and 
conseqtcntly tho dollar--would fall vary 
materially, On the «ther hand, if America 
took the initiative and pasaed the bill stop- 
ping purchases of silver, India, in seli-de- 
tence, would have to immediately stop coin- 
ing rupees. If any ono of these things 
happened it would mean a very material 
drop in silver, and thon perhaps would. bo 
our time to goin for a gold loan. c 
should than start on-a very much lower 
basis than at the presnt moment, and con- 
sequently however great the fal] we should 
be on the right side in baving delayed. 
But he feared that the postponement 
which he moved fer now might not suit 
the Colonial Secretary ; -he felt sure it 
would not suit him if it-were postponed al- 
together because he would then have tocome 
before the Council with very unsatisfactory 
feslings, He vould hava to came hefore 
them undoubtedly with a very large deficit 
if all the proposed public works were to bo 
carried out, and he believed the Colonial 
Secretary would have to come before them 
with a deficit without taking into conside- 
ration public works extraordinary. In tho 
arguments he put forward the other day 
with regard to the reduction of Salaries he 
ssid one of his reasons for moving for 
the reduction. was that the financial 
position of the colony was not so satis- 
factory ag it.was when it was agreed to 
raisé the salaries of officials. Thia state- 
ment ho was now prepared to prove and to 
point out to Hos Excollensy that that 
argument wac perfectly correct. He had 
taken the trouble t go inte the figures 
again, 

His Excellency—Has this any bearing 
on the question of the loan 1 

Mr Chater said it did bear on the question 
of tha loan and he would. come to the 
pointat once. The commission to go into 
tho question of salriés was appoiuted 
in 1889. Im that year the revenue 
of tho colony was $1,978,274 and 
the expenditure $1,459,167, showing 4 
aurplus of $519,000. The commission 
agreed to raise the silaries in 1890. Now 
for thet year the figures were: revenue, 
$2,111,853 expenditure, $1,470,221 ; 
leaving a surplos of $641,000. About 
the beginning of 1891 the unofficial 
members petitioned the Government to ask 
the Sscretary of Stato not to raise the sa- 
Jaries. They foresay thet the financial 
position was not as good as it had boen and 
it was likely to become worse. The Se- 
cratary of State, however, granted the 
increase of salaries, bué on cartsin condi- 


gretted to say the Government did not feo! 
inclined to carry out. Roverting, however, 
to the subject of the financial poaition again 
be found that iu 1891 the revenue was 
"$2,025,302 and the expenditure $1,868,073 
leaving 6 surplus of only 157,229, thereby 
proving “undoubtedly, that tho unofficial 


members were perfectly correct in what; 


they foresaw. To como tothe year 1892—he 
had not the actual figures before him, 
bot had taken them from Hia Excellency's 
ppeech at the oponing of the session— 
he found the revente put at $1,997,216 
and the expenditure at $1)682,000, 
showing a surplus of $115,216, a further 
falling-off. The anoficial meo:bers in these 
circumstances asked for tho reduction of 
salaries to theiz former level, their position 
being that ihe financial condition of the 
colony was not so good as when the salaries 
“ware merensed: Now they came to 1893, 
and. according to the figures given by 
the Colonial Secretary the revenue 
was estimated at $1,906,000, and the 
expenditure at. $1,999,611, An estim- 
ated expenditure was alwaye ‘exceeded, 
hut theaa figures as they stood showed a 
aurplos of $5,7E1. It would thus be seen 
that our surpluses hud steadily fallen, and 
what the Colonial Seretary was going to 
give us for 1893—$0,711—might torn out 
te bea large deficit, The reason why the 
Colonial Secretary vould not approve of 
this postponement wis because be would 
not be able tv fall back upon the loan tocarry 
out his public works extraordinary. Since 
1889 they had carried out our public works 
extraordinary from thoir surplus revenues ; 
to-day they wore asked te pass a bill fora 
loan for the purpose of enabling the Colo- 
nial Secretary to fall back on it asa reserve 
fand. Whenever his budget-waa not satis- 
factory he would hayethis to fall back upon. 
The postponement of the bill for six months 
would not in aay shape or form stop 
public works extraordinary. Thuro wus

INLAND COMMUNICATION IN CHINA, 


Mr Kingsmill, in the course of the paper 
he recently read before tho Chino Branch 
of the Asiatic Society on Inland Com- 
munication in China, remarked that fito.

none aiming at civilisation even of the most 
rudimentary nature, had poid.so little at- 
tention to roads and means of communication 
as the Chineso Empire. Proseadiog to sum- 
mariee the replies sent to the Society in reply 
ton circular containiog certain queries, he 
Bald; 


CHINESE ‘ROADS,’ 


The rotds as they oxtot oro ‘tnerely the 
customary tracks -from one town or village 
to another, ars never macedamized, and 
follow ali the natural irregularities of tha 
surface, Thay are never bounded by fences, 
aro generally undrained, and when proceed- 
ing Uhrough level plains, are entively un- 
defined and wander about from side to side, 
as paddies of water or artificial pitfalls dug 
by the seighbouring farmer compel the 
drivers of the vehicles to vary their route. 
Every spring, in the northern provinces at 
Teast, u struggle for occupation takes place 
between the carters and. the farmers. The 
farmer fing, on tha one hand, a perfect right 
to plough up any: road passing throagh bis 
lnnd, and, ss a matter of fact, generally 
exercises the right, On the other, the 
teamster has nn equal right to drive hig 
weggons over the country at large, and 
equally, os a matter of fact, exercises it, 
To pravent the rutin of his own crops, and to 
force, if possible the track on to his neigh- 
tours, the farmer then begins to dig pitfalls, 
along the most frequented route, compelling 
the teamster to move to one side. Ag it be- 
gomos cvident that he cannot continus these 
farther withant inflicting more damage than 
he is likely to suffer from the passage of the 
arts a compromies is gradually arrived at, 
and the tricks from: year to yaar follow ap- 
Preximatdy tho sama nes, In the loess- 
eovered provinces the otreumetances of tha 
pase compel a.somewhat different system. 
Owing to the number of ravines crossing the 
country in all directions, the-limits of in-

THE GRAND CANAL, ‘ 

In early days tradition tells us of the 
watoraof the Yellow River ctoaping throngh 
tho Nino Ho into the Gulf of Paohili; by 
degrees it was embohked and ‘confined to a 
singla ohunnel, hefore referred to, passing 
by PHngyuan Asien ih Shontung, the other 
rivere, Tei, the Wei, the Yungting, the 
Peiho and the other rivers of Chili heing 
moro or Jess diverted from their natural 
courses, During the Ynan dynasty the old 
Yellew River deserted this course, and for 
a time fowed in a channel, towards Huaian - 
Fu, ‘the direction which was subseqently 
utilised for the construction of a tanal 
connedting tho Tai. now’ the ‘Ta‘ing-ho 
and the- Husi, Subsequently, guided 
apparently by the lines of the abandoned 
outlets of the ancient Yellow River, a 
conneation was made with the Woiund the 
Yitaliong-ho, tho: ‘Grain Beating River,’ 
once famous in Europe as the [wperial 
Canalof China, was completed, .
